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FIVE BOLD BANDITS 
GO THROUGH TRAIN 


DARING 
ROBBERY 
ON 
ISLAND LINE. 
ROCK 


Five Bandits Do the Work -Sidetrack 
the Coaches, Use Dynamite on the 
Treasure Boxes and Go Through the 
Passengers at Their Leisure—Their 
Capture Is Improbable. 


W ichita, Kas., Oct. 2.—The south­ 
bound Rock Island passenger train was 
held up near Chickasha, I. T., at 11:45 
o’clock Friday by a band of five rob­ 
bers. 
T he bandits lay secreted near the 
section house until w ithin a half-hour 
of train time, when they took posses­ 
sion of the section house and all w ith­ 
in. They then secured the switch keys, 
opened the siding and flagged the train. 
The train ran upon the track until stop­ 
ped by a car of coal, half of the pas­ 
senger train rem aining upon the m ain 
track. The robbers im mediately board­ 
ed the engine, drew the fire and opened 
the mud valve. 
They used dynam ite on the express 
car door and entered, then w ent to 
work on the local and through safes. 
The through safe contained a large 
am ount of currency, but it resisted the 
explosives. 
The local safe gave way 
after two or three attem pts, and every­ 
thing within it was secured, am ount­ 
ing to several hundred dollars. 
The bandits were not at all satisfied 
w ith this, and three of them, including 
th eir leader, went through the day 
coaches and sleeper, securing every­ 
thing of value from the passengers. 
Conductor Dacy was relieved of all the 
money he had and his gold watch. Mr. 
Roe, a sick m inister, was dragged out 
of his berth in the sleeper and search­ 
ed. 
The leader of the gang swore at 
the others for robbing a sick man, and 
returned all th at had been taken from 
him , but did not put him back in his 
berth. 
It is said the passengers lost 
|300 in all, money and jewelry. 
All 
the robbers wore 
masks, but 
while in the chair car the one worn by 
the leader fell off and he was seen by 
m any persons. 
Some assert that he 
looked much like A lbert Jennings, ex­ 
county attorney of Canadian county, 
who is well known over the territory 
am ong the politicians. 
He is well-edu­ 
cated, having been graduated from 
W est Point, and while there was a fav­ 
orite. 
He studied civil engineering, 
and after leaving the Point and coming 
W est took up the law. 
He was with 
his brother, Ed Jennings, last w inter 
when the latter was killed by Temple 
H ouston in a saloon row in W oodward, 
O. T. 
Albert Jennings had his arm 
broken at the same time by Houston. 
At another tim e a few years ago Albert 
Jennings, it was alleged, killed two 
cowboys in Denison, Tex., and was 
compelled to leave the country. 
The top of the express car was com­ 
pletely demolished by the force of the 
explosion. 
The robbers seemed to be 
dead shots, a3 they fired their revolvers 
continually from the first onslaught un­ 
til they left the train. 
The robbers after securing all the 
plunder available held the train until 
one of the num ber brought up their 
horses, when they all mounted and rode 
aw ay to the westward. 
As soon as the trainm en could col­ 
lect their wits they got the scared pas­ 
sengers aboard and hurried on to the 
next station south, 
Chickasha, 
from 
which point the railroad officials were 
notified of the holdup. At Chickasha a 
posse of citizens was hurriedly formed. 
These citizens set out in pursuit of the 
gang, and officers have been dispatched 
from El Reno and other points in this 
section. 
It is hardly possible th at the 
bandits can be overtaken.

Debs has been talking sense for the 
last few days.

prised his hearers but he certainly 
gave them good advice when he said: 
“ Strikes don’t pay. 
All strikes are 
useless. They are Injurious. They are 
caused by 
the employing 
classes. 
When capitalists get ready for a strike 
they provoke it, knowing well their 
cause is won before the conflict begins. 
The various labor union of this coun­ 
try have all they can do to take care 
of their own men. 
Never in my ex­ 
pedience have I seen a strike which 
h id the sympathy of the public, and 
even of part of the employing claes, as 
th e miners' strike did, and yet when 
an appeal was made for financial aid 
less than 7c per striking miner was 
received.” 
This is so much different from the 
talk whioh Debs usually emits, th at it 
is hard to believe it came from him 
Yet he said this, and probably m eant 
it. Two im portant facts were brought 
out in the speech— th a t1‘strikes don’t 
pay” and th at “ when capitalists get 
ready for a strike they provoke it.” 
Strikes are usually partly or wholly 
lost. 
Sometimes, as in the recent 
m iners’ strike, the strikers get part of 
their demands. 
Far oftener, they get 
nothing, and have to return to work 
on th e term s which they rejected. 
There have been instances in which 
the strikers got all their demands, but 
these cases stand very far apart. 
The 
instances are much more numerous in 
which the strikers not only get no 
part of their demands, but find their 
places taken by other men, and are 
throw n out of work for an indefinite 
period.

TRIM M INGS AND GOODS. 


Sashes and Braids— How to Sponge Goods 
and Linings. 
Black satin girdles and sashes arc much 
liked for young girls’ costumes. 
The fa­ 
vorite sash is a wide black satin ribbon, 
tied behind with long ends and no bows. 
This sash is seen with light and bright 
colored gowns. 
Tho renewed fashion for 
flat trimming has brought brailling into 
prominence again, and worsted and mo­ 
hair braids, in all widths and varieties, are 
largely employed. 
They are mainly used 
in black and white, although colors are 
also employed. 
Blue, green, purple and 
gray woolen costumes are trimmed with 
black or white abraid very effectively, usu­ 
ally in horizontal lines unless the braid is 
formed into figures and motifs. 
Goods which are going to be made up into 
serviceable gowns for general wear ought 
always to be sponged first, as in that case 
they*do not shrink or spot with dampness* 
If they are not previously sponged, they 
soon become defaced a n>I lose their neat ap­ 
pearance. 
Material may be sponged at 
home or at the shop where it is bought. In 
the latter case a small sum extra wTill be 
charged, but tho trouble of doing it oneself 
will be avoided. Sponging is not an elab­ 
orate process.

Women’s colleges are enduring more 
than their share of criticism lately. Not 
long ago a hungry Daniel came to judg­ 
ment, only it w as a woman this time, 1 
and said girls were underfed at our re­ 
spective founts of learning. It wTas bold- j 
ly stated that we needed more beefsteak 
and roast beef and less Greek and sci- ! 
ence, aud now Miss Frances E. W illard 
makes' specific and lengthy charges 
against these honored institutions. The 
complaints did not originate w ith Miss 
W illard, but she has them “ from a col­ 
lege bred newspaper m an,’’ and she 
thinks his words good enough to pre­ 
serve in print.

Here are the objections classed as 
“ faults of commission:’’ 
Too great emphasis of literary aud 
scientific life as the life really worthy 
of a woman. 
Imitation of man. 
Women’s education a fad 
And these as “ faults of omission:” 
Lack of physical training. 
Lack of social training. 
Lack of refining influences and tend­ 
encies. 
Failure to hold up the ideal of wife­ 
hood and motherhood 
Lack of preparation for continuity of 
intellectual life after leaving college. 
Adding the sins of omission to those 
of commission, there is not a shred of 
the girls’ college left. I t is all don’ts. 
Young women must not “ strive to make 
their capacity and quality identical 
w ith man’s,” because that wTould be un­ 
worthy of womanhood. College educa­ 
tion is not meant for all women aud 
should be avoided by many. Tho “ col- , 
lege bred newspaper man” puts it gen- : 
fly, but he means feeble minded girls j 
and girls not strong physically. 
S tu -1 
d tits must not become bookworms and j 
grow to think less of humanity because 1 
of their love of books. 
The claims of 
the social life must be recognized, and • 
in this connection it is said the teach­ 
ers, many of them, have no social ca­ 
pacity. 
This gentleman also bemoans 
the fact that the faculties of women's ; 
colleges are composed of unmarried 
women and widow’s, and altogether 
Miss W illard's informer takes a dismal I 
view' of his subject. Having demolished 1 
the whole structure, he offers some hazy 
suggestions as improvements. 
Faults 
our colleges have iii plenty, but there 
are too many wise men and women 
directing those schools for them to be 
as worthless as this impetuous critic 
seems to think. —Chicago Post.

Rent collecting is a business at which 
women in England have been working 
quietly for a number of years. 
It was 
Miss Octavia Hill who first employed 
women to inspect tenements for tho 
poor and collect the rent. 
In this she

this work that may appeal to landlords 
in this country as well as in England.
